Miners in Frozen Alaska. 


Dogs have suddenly become more 


valuable than horses m_ this "section of 
the northwest. TMs stute of uSaira 
results from -the grealt and growing de- 
mand for dog's to !be used ia-hauling1 
sledges in the i'ukon' countrj1, Alaska. 
While tliousaads of horses for which 
their owners cannot, get three dollars a 
hea'd are' roaming- over the plains, of 
eastern Wash! ugton and Oregon, good- 
sized dogs ara bringing,from $15 to $30 
each in the local market. iAt Juneau. 
their value is double, whalt.it is here, 
and1 on the Yukon river a, good dog- 
brings from $100 toS150. To the Yukon 
miner the 'dog has become what the 
reindeer is. to the Laplander and the 
pony -to the 
cowbo'ys -of Texas and 


Mexico—a- beast of -service and a. most 
valuable one. 


Every steamer 'Sailing for Alaska, for 


three -months past has borne n.orith- 
vrard several dozen clogs, destined.'for

THIS COMING STATJE FA1B. 


The Territorial Enterprise, comment- 


ing on the coming State Fair, speaks 
truly of the advantages to the people of 
the State generally, in aiding and 
fostering this Stats institution, and the 
kind words coming from a distance, 
and more particularly from a mining 
district, which certainly cannot have 
any direct interest in the sucesa of the 
Fair, should have all the more weight. 
It shows a kindly spirit towards, and 
an interest in the agricultural and 
stock industries of Nevada and con- 
sequently should be heeded: 


"A State Fair is an institution which 


benefits the whole State to a great 
degree and should have the hearty co- 
operation of all parts of the common- 
wealth. 


"The agricultural interests of a peo- 


ple are paramount to all others in the 
great economical scheme of necessity 
and supply.

The manufacturer must look to the 
producer of raw material in all cases 
before he can find a vocation and if 
the miner conld not exchange the 
minerals which his labor yields for the 
products of the tiller of the soil he 
would soon be obliged to cease his 
quest of gold, which can neither satisfy 
his hunger and thirst, nor can it clothe 
him, 
nor brighten his health. 
The 


farmer, honest tiller of tho £,oil anc 
producer of all that mankind can not 
do without, stands first in the great 
scheme of social economy 
And his 


laborious calling should receive tho 
encouragement and support of a! 
other classes. The Nevada State Fan 
is hot one of thousands which are an 
nually held and supported by the peo 
pie of the United States; but it is otn 
own, and its effects are beneficial here 
in Nevada; therefore it should receive 
our support and patronage in pref 
erenee to tha perhaps more extensive 
affairs of similar character held iu 
neighboring States.

Cnrlonx Pnets About the Toad. 
The toad lives ten. to forty years, does 


not begin to produce young until the 
fourth year, but then lays over 1,000 
eggs a year. It has lived two years 
without food, but cannot live long un- 
der water. It never takes dead or mo- 
tionless food. It takes its food by 
means of its tongue alone, and itoper- 
ates tins so rapldlj that the eye can- 
not follow its motions. It captures and 
devours bees, wasps, yellow jackets, 
ants, beetles, •norms, spiders, snails, 
bugs, grasshoppers, crickets, weevils, 
caterpillars, moths, etc. The stomach 
that doesn't flinch ait yellow jackets, 
wasps, blister beetles and click-beetles 
or pinch (bugs would seem, fo be pre- 
pared for anything in the insect line, 
and it doubtless is. In 24 hours the 
toad consumes enough food to fill its 
stomach four times. A single toad will 
in three months devour over 10,000 in- 
sects. If every ten of these would have 
clone one cent damage the toad has 
saved ten dollars. Evidently the toad 
is a valuable friend to the farmer, gnr- 
derver and fruit grower, and can. be 
nmde especially useful in the green- 
house, garden and berry patch.—Gal- 
veston (Tex.) News.

EDITOR JOUBNAL:— An article heading 


your editorial column in this morn- 
ing's issue under the caption: "Tho 
Keeley Institute vs. The State Uni- 
versity," calls upon the State Board of 
Education to explain why it granted 
Mr. E. B. Boberts a certificate which 
would enable him to leach thu school 
in Empire, where hs hud been engaged 
as Principal by tho unanimous vote of 
tho Board of Trusteed. 


I am not authorized to spoak for 1 he 


State Board of Education, but as a 
member of that Board I i'eal called 
upon to explain official acts, when one 
of our leading daily paper?, in its edi- 
torial column, demands such explana- 
tion, for you are supposed to voice the 
sentiment of tho people and they have 
a right t'n ail explanation from their 
public servants at any time. 
' . 


Mr. Boberts arrived in this State 


about March 1st last. He was seen on 
the streets of Carson under the in- 
fluence of liquor several times between 
then and April 1st, when he entered 
the Keeley Institute here. Since April 
3rd be has not touched a drop of liquor, 
all his acts have been those of a gen- 
tleman. He applied for the school at 
Empire telling the Trustees at the time 
of his having drank and of hia course 
in the Keeley Institute. 
They em- 


ployed him, with a full knowledge of 
all his notionf, according to the state- 
ment of two of them. There is on file 
in this office a petition signed by the 
parent or guardian of every child in 
the Empire school, and the three 
Trustees, asking that he be granted a 
certificate. Mr. Boberts holds a di- 
ploma from the 
San Jose Normal 


School of date June 26, 1891, with num- 
croas recommendations from places 
where ho has taught, and was therefore 
legally qualified to receive a certificate 
of the grammar grade. 


Considering then, that he was on- 


gaged by 
the Trustees of Empire 


unanimously, with a full knowledge- of 
his past life; that the State Board was 
petitioned by every 
patron of the 


school he was to teach that he be 
granted a. certificate so that he might 
teach their .school, would it not have 
been rather arbitrary on the part of 
the State Board to refuse the certificate 
and thus refuse the people of Empire 
the right to regulate their own school 
affairs. 


I was not aware thz.t the State Board 


could have forced a graduate of the 
University into the Priaoipalship at 
Empire, as your article suggests, and 
in this I think you are mistaken; but 
even had it been possible, I would con- 
sider it rather a bad policy for • the 
State Board or the Univesity itself to 
try to -'force" its graduates upon any 
community, and I do not believe the 
graduates of our University care to 
accept or need to accept positions tha' 
they must be "forced.1 into. 
M'he 


Alumni of our University are doing 
very well and no eases have yet been 
reported where they could not make a 
place for themselves. I see no reason 
why wo should embitter any com 
inanity against tha University by arbi 
trary action. 


I think, Mr. Editor,' that you wil 


find tho graduates of the University 
loyal to themselves tind to each other 
and all anxiously working for th 
"best" interests of their Alma Mater.

arguing the right or wrong of the cas 
at hancf, but a desire only to give th 


Roycl makes the load pu re,.

!- II the thousand^ who have occasion 
to sit in. the, president's reception noom 
waiting their turns for audiences only 
knew it they might make the time setm 
less monotonous by coniteimplfltiiigjtihe 
chief article of furniture, ~ Many of 
these visitors are anxious to go to for- 
eign parts. The massive desk which 
occupies the center of the room has 
traveled farther -than any of the'canfli- 
dartes will. It has circumnavigated the 
globe by a route which no'human being 
has followed. The president sits be- 
hind it and. writes bis messages to con- 
gress. Ife may use jpIaia^w-ordB about 
Great Britain'6 occasional lapses of 
comity and of good faith. He may lay 
down views upon the Monroe doctrine 
which, will cause British srtaitesmen'to 
grumble. 
He will never write upon 


that desk a declaration of war against 
the other great Anglo-Saxon, nation. If 
he should* contemplate such a thing- the 
d«sk would creak and rock lake a 
woodett ship in a grinding ice pack. 
With its massiv'eness and wealth of 
carving the desk gives no indication of 
its historical origan. Schoolboys know 
that Sir John Franklin wen*, to dis- 
cover the north pole and never came 
back. The good ship Eesolute drifted 
aud drifted in the Arctic ocean currents, 
spared from destruction in some mys- 
terious manner, until she reached tire 
voters of the adventurous American* 
whalers off (the shores of Alaska. Slie 
was boarded and clalimed by those who 
found her. When, the Resolute reached 
San Francisco the United States bough t 
her, repaired and refitted her, manned 
her with an American crew and1 sent 
her to England with international com- 
pliments. Twenty years ago the old 
ship was 'broken tip. From the sound- 
est of tile tuulbers was made ai hand- 
some desk by the direction of the queen, 
to be pre&euted to the then president of 
t'lie United States.

owed daughter of President Znchjiy 
Taylor. This lady got a& far as Wash- 
ington on her way to Paris to ico ti 
sick daughter, and, being destitute of 
money, appealed to her only friend .it 
the capital, Gen. Sherman. ITis purse 
was always open to the distressed, but 
he had no funds at all adequate to re- 
lieve her necessities. 
In this emer- 


gency he thought of Blaine. The man 
from Maine entered into the spirit of 
the occasion as soon as he heard Gen, 
Sherman's statement. 
He called an- 


other to the chair, made a five-minutes' 
speech that fairly electrified the house, 
which passed the resolution which 
Blaine had penned only a moment be- 
fore. He took the resolution in person 
to the senate, where it was also immedi- 
ately passed, had the president to sign 
it the cext day, and on the following 
day the beneficiary got the money.
